or flag signal from Key West. During 
the Civil War it was a famous place and 
at Fort Jefferson many Confederate 
prisoners were detained during its pro- 
gress. All these islands, including Key 
West, lie very low in the water and are 
far from being a healthy locality. 


Sunshine prevails, varied only by 


stormy intervals when the windstorms 
blow from the Gulf and the ocean is 
dashed almost'over the tiny islands. 


It is at Key West that the magnetic 


needle points true north; west of there 
it points more toword the east. 


Havana lies due south of Key West 


distant about three hours by steamer 
and directly enst of the island of Cuba 
is Hayti. "East of Hayti is Porto Rijo 
with its cnief town San Juau, fully one 
thousand miles from Havana. It is to 
this poitit the much talked of Spanish 
torpedo fleet is now 
sailing 
from 


Europe and is really the only Spanish 
port outside of Havana whei e the Span- 
ish fleet could assemble or put in for 
coal and supplies in case of war with 
America or countries of the Western 
Hemisphere. The popular idea pre- 
vails that Porto Rico is comparatively 
only a few hoars sail from Havana 
harbor, but when it is considered that 
it is nearly if not fully a thousand 
miles distant, the coming Spanish

In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day of 
February .1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in the action 
in'which it sustained the constitutionality of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is .authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the" bond 
interest charges and.to liquidate the. principal 
by either'direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against users or by 
both.

he made in the writings of his scholarly 
secretary of- state, particularly in the 
correspondence relative to the Trent af- 
fair, which probnbly avoided a war 
with England, A fine example of the 
grandeur of his diction is to be found 
in his Gettysburg address, which has. a 
permanent place in the literature of the 
•world. . 
-. 
He thought vigorously and thorougu- 


ly, but did not speak quickly. In reali- 
ty his hesitation was only the result of 
bis great care always to know his 
ground. His habit was before speaking 
or acting to deliberately look through, 
around and beyond every fact, state- 
ment or proposition involved and sub- 
ject it to his wonderful powers of per- 
ception, and analysis. 
This required 


time, but it made him successful in 
every important undertaking. While he 
thought much, he could not truthfully 
be called a great reader. He knew tbor- 
onghly the works of Coke, Blackstone, 
Stephen, Ohitty, Starkey and later 
Greenleaf's "Evidence", and Story a 
"Equity." He gave but little time to 
searching for precedents or studying 
what is called case law.—James L. 
King in North American .Review.
